Prevailing, woi^along this line is be¬ 
ing rushed as much as possible and 
the 'hum of the threshing machines 
urc to be heard in every direction, in 
the final stages of the- garnering of 
the 1920 crop. A considerable quan¬ 
tity of wheat has**lready been hauled 
in to the elevators, which, although 
of a good grade, is not yielding as 
good as .was expected a few weeks 
ago. Nearly all the wheat that ha.- 
coine in so far has graded No. l 
Northern, but the yield, as far as we 
can learn, is only averaging from 18 
to 20 bushels per acre. This, we 
know, is a disappointment to many, 
who Avere figuring on a twenty-five to 
thirty bushel yield, but still, at the 
price of wheat at the present time 
there is no kick coming as we have got 
about as good a crop as any other 
district in the province and by. tjie 
time that all the grain is in the ele¬ 
vators the above estimate might take 
a considerable jump. The amount 
of grain received at all the elevators 
during the past week amounted to 
about 60,000 bushels.

GOV’T MUST FINANCE CROP

Winnipeg bankers* stated recently 
that the money situation is very acute. 
The Manitoba Provincial Treasurer, 
on his return from the eastern money 
markets this week, said that there 
were only two banks ii\ Canada which 
had any money to loan. One prom¬ 
inent Winnipeg banker interviewed 
to-day said that this was not quite 
correct. The fact was, *he said, none 
of the Canadian banks had any money 
to loan. He referred, of course, to 
new accounts. The same condition 
obtains in United States, from wliidli 
countiy daily financial reports for 
months have carried similar state¬ 
ments with reference to funds. 

Theie is as much, money in th< 
world as ever there was and more 
but local bankers declared money does > 
not count. It is actual goods- that j 
count, for which money is the mere 
mestuie. What the man who bor¬ 
rows really wants is goods, and of 
I goods of_every kind there is a world 
I scarcity. This is what makes money 
| hard to borrow. 

It is admitted that the Canadian 
I Government will have to aid in the, 
financing of the crops. For this, very 
J large amounts will be required and 
more discounting of securities will be 
done by bank^ tlton in any previous 
years. Some relief will come in Oc- 
i tuber and November when the l e- 
I turns come in from the. actual sales 
I of the year’s crops. 

! Whether the public will be able to 
gel money freely at that time depends 
j on what the requirements of the na- 
J ti«nal government are. A report from 
Ottawa indicates that the Govern- 
! nient* may get plenty of money from 
I new taxes. Bankers have been a lit¬ 
tle pessimistic on this point. If the 
Government can finance itself ane.

ELIMINATING THE POOR COW 


PROVINCIAL NEWS ITEMS. 


The object of cow testing is to give 
the dairyman accurate knowledge as 
to the production of milk and fat of 
each cow in the herd. It is readily- 
admitted that the average cow does 
not produce as much milk as she is 
capable of giving, and many dairymen 
keep one or more cows that do not 
even pay for their keep. Cow test- 
ing shows which cows are worth 
keeping in the herd and gives evi¬ 
dence against those that should be 
eliminated from the herd. “The pro¬ 
gress of cow testing,” bulletin 58, 
Dairy and Cold Storage Series by A. 
H. White, B.S.A., shows that many 
farmers rely on guess work to pick 
out their best'cows from which to 
save heifer calves for future herds. 
Frequently these guesses are not cor¬ 
rect, cows which have good comfor- 
niation are. not always the best pro¬ 
ducers in the herd. Dairy records

REVENUE FROM RAILWAYS. 

The abnormal railway operating- 
conditions in Canada, with gross 
earnings the lowest in many years, 
are much the same across the border, 
during the six months ending .Tunc 
•'!0th, the larger American railroads 
had a revenue of $2,661,257,2J3, as 
compared witlf $2,289,191,294 for the 
same period in 1919. But such were 
the operating expenses that the net 
operating income for the six months 
was reduced from $154,930,908, in 
1919 to $13,664,120 in 1920. It was 
on the basis of this showing and of 
the subsequent twenty-one per cent, 
increase in wages that the interstate 
commerce commission granted the 
rate increases last month.

He 
left later on in the day for Sheep 
river to conduct research work there. 
These investigations, he remarked 
are in the nature of preliminary sur¬ 
vey and in continuation of the work 
that was carried out last year and 
vhich have been embodied in a first 
annual report on the mineral resource* 
of the province. He mentioned that 
he could see that the work was of 
sufficient importance to warrant put¬ 
ting in a party in the field next sum¬ 
mer for a month or so.
